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For Students Council 



The date of the elections for the Presidency of the Students' 
Society, of the Athletic Association, and of the various major ath- 
letic clubs has now been fixed, and nominations to fill these most 
important offices are now receivable. As upon similar occasions 
in the past, The McGill Daily would urge upon the student body 
the necessity of the election of the very best men procurable, men 
who know something at least of the activities which they are to 
represent in the Students' Council, and who have something more 
behind them than mere popularity. 

It may be well at this juncture to again point out just what 
the Students' Council is. The Students' Council is the 
executive council of the Students' Society, a body which em- 
braces in its membership all undergraduates of the University who 
have paid the universal fee for the current session. The Students' 
Council is representative of the Students' Society, and should the 
latter so desire it, the constitution may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote at a general meeting. The Students' Council is the 
only recognized medium between students and University authori- 
ties and the general public. Its business is to administer all the 
business of the Students' Society, to strive to promote social life 
and academic unity among the students, and to control all funds 
contributed by the general body of students to any undergraduate 
enterpri se. The Executive Council has also power to act as a 
court before which any students may be called to account for a 
misdemeanor, though this clause of the constitution is rarely put 
into force. It appoints a salaried secretary to attend to the routine 
management of its affairs. The salaried secretary should be re- 
garded by each and every student as the servant of the Society 
to which he belongs, and no one should be at all backward in apply- 
ing to him for information should he so desire. The management 
and control of The McGill Daily are by constitution vested in the 
Executive Council. These arc the duties which the Students' 
Council fulfills. 

A word now as to the composition of the Council. It is on 
this point that so many appear to he in doubt. The Council is 
composed of ten membcr.s as follows: The President of the 
Students' Society, who acts as chairman: the President of the Mc- 
Gill Union; the Presidents of the Football, Hockey and Track 
Clubs, and of the Athletic Association, each of whom is elected in 
March, and holds office for a year from the following first day of 
July: one representative from each of the four Faculties of the 
University, to be elected by the students of such Faculty from the 
junior class thereof between November 20 and December 10, to 
take office on the following first day of January. 

Meetings of the Students' Society, at which the President pre- 
sides as chairman, are held twice a year, the annual meeting on the 
third Wednesday in October and the semi-annual meeting on the 
third Wednesday in March. Many students know only that 
they secure a releatc from lecture periods upon these two occa- 
sions, while a small proportion of the undergraduate body have 
interest enough in the operations of their Society to attend the 
meetings. At the annual meeting the financial statement of the 
Society for the financial year ending on the previous June 30th is 
read and presented for adoption. At the semi-annual meeting the 
reports of the various committees lor the current financial year 
are presented for adoption. 

All clubs or societies to which all students contribute arc con- 
stituted regular committees of the Students' Society, while any 
other clubs or societies which affiliate themselves with the Council 
and place their funds under its control are rated as special 
committees. 

The funds of the Students' Society are chiefly derived from 
the annual fee of ten dollars, known as the universal fee, which is 
exacted at the commencement of the session. This provides for 
membership in the various undergraduate organizations, member- 
ship in the McGill Union, the centre of all undergraduate activity, 
and subscription to The McGill Daily. Those athletic and other 
activities, such as the Football. Hockey and Track Clubs, and The 
McGill Daily, which arc revenue-producing, also contribute to- 
wards the upkeep of grounds for athletics, the granting of funds 
to different athletic clubs, the salary of the secretary, and the 
support of other student enterprises. Of the universal fee of ten 
dollar?, the sum of six dollars is turned over to the Students' 
Council: the sum of three dollars to the McGill Union, and the sum 
of one dollar to the Undergraduate Societies of the respective 
Faculties.

American Minister at Brussels, 
1 owe my life, liberty, and the chance 
I now have to fight in the uniform of 
the Canadian army. 

"puce v. ithln the German linrs 1 
lost whatever nervousness I had had. 
and instead began to develop a certain 
brazenness to carry me through with 
my perilous adventure. The advantage 
in any game is all with the aggres- 
sive man. the man who acts on the of- 
fensive. I had chatted with German 
officers before, and when I i cached 
l.iege I got up enough courage to flat- 
ly contradict otic of them. It proved a 
mistake. 

"A group were talking on the street, 
aud I paused to listen. 

'' Taris has falleu.' one said. 'Our 
■troops are matching through the 
streets now.' 

" Tarts has not fallen,' I said. Tans 
is in no danger of falling.' 

'"Who «are you and how do you 
know ? ' said the officer I addressed. 

"'I'm an American newspaper cor- 
respondent, and I've just come from 
Paris.' 1 answered. 'It hadn't fallen 
when I left It, and it showed no signs 
of falling. You'll have to show me.' 

"Well, he showed me, but not in the 
way I meant. I was arrested on the 
spot, and, In spite of the fact that 1 
had been vouched tor by Minister 
Whitlock and already was on friendly 
terms with many of the German offi- 
cers In Liege I was taken before the 
Governor. 

Ueforo the CoTernor. 

"Here my past, present aud future 
were gone into far more minutely 
than they had been when I first pass- 
ed over the line. 1 was given thi> 
grilling of my life. Something in ihc 
way I hud boasted that Paris had not 
fallen, rather than the words In them- 
selves, seemed to have aroused sus- 
picion. The officer who had arrested 
me had one of those 'bunches' the 
Americans tnlk about, but be wasn't 
able to nmke good with it before Uic 
Governor. If 1 knew that man's name 
and could write to him I'd like to tell 
him now, for hiB own satisfaction that 
his 'hunch' was right. 

"We fought it out before the Gov- 
ernor—a uicc, quiet, soft-spoken man 
of mlddlc-*ge— and I won. I had no 
incriminating documents on me. but 
when they demanded to sec a certain 
letter I was carrying 1 refused to give 
It up. 1 said it was an official letter, 
from the American .Minister in Brus- 
sels to the American Ambassador In 
Berlin. It was. I knew that, even 
though I didn't give it up, the Ger- 
mans would satisfy themselves on that 
point sometime when I was asleep. It 
seemed to me a good play to act the 
part of an indfenaut American citizen 
standing on bis rights. 

"I got by with It, but they held me 
lung enough in. Liege to find out what 
was in that letter. I don't know just 
how or when they did it, but It was 
done, I could tell by certain almost 
Indistinguishable signs that the letter 
I had so stoutly refused to give up 
was tampered with before I left Liege. 
Believe me, I gave them lots of chance 
to go through that letter, for I knew 
that it was the strongest card 1 had. 
Aud the fact that I had refused to 
play it made it all the stronger for rat 
when they learned for themselves that 
I hadn't lied. 

Cleared Aluio*phcir. 

"The inquiry did me a lot ot good, 
for it settled any doubt there might 
have been. 1 tell the difference in 
the almubphcre right away. The Gov- 
ernor called inc in just before 1 was 
Icaviug and gave mc a nice fatherly 
talk about the bad manners of a civil- 
ian contradicting an officer on a 
street coiner. 

" 'We're not accustomed to having 
our officers treated in a way that 
might Imply disrespect,' he told me in 
a kindly way. 'You're an American, 
and you du things differently over 
there, ir you were r German I would 
have Imprisoned you for contradicting 
an officer, but i am convinced that it 
was just thoughtlessness on your part. 
And I'm Mire, now that you know II is 
not customary you will not do it 
again.' 

"The plcasautnesii and courtesy 
really did touch mo, and I gave him 
my solemn assurance that I would be 
respectful hereafter to any officer I 
met. I was, too. I craved no more 
of those searching inquiries. 

"The Governor put mc in charge ol 
a German staff officer, aud provided 
us with a military automobile for our 
trip to the interior. 

"This officer was a shrewd, rather 
belligerent man. university trained, 
and speaking English perfectly, lie 
laid himself out to impress me with 
the power and efficiency of Germany. 
I stung hiin a few times with quiet 
comparisons I made with the French 
troops I'd seen on my way over, and,

It's quite another to penetrate his 
lines with a passport you're uot en- 
titled to aud run the risk of being, 
banged. 

Lieut. Stanley X. Dancey, twenty- 
nine years old. of Vancouver, B.C.. a 
slim, smooth-faced, dark-haired young 
officer, who is studying in the military 
school at London. Out., for promotion 
to a captaincy, looks like nu Ameri- 
can, no has lived much aud lectured 
much in the United States. When the 
war broke out. in fact, he was filling 
lecture engagements in the larger 
cities of the United Slates. He was a 
hired speaker for Sir Edward Carson, 
the Unionist opposing Home Utile ferj 
Ireland, and went from a lecture tuùf 
of the British Isles to a lecture tour 
designed to arouse anti-Home Rule 
sentiment among the Irish of the 
United States. 

Chased by German*. 

"I had lectured In New York, Chi- 
cago, Boston and Philadelphia when 
war was declared," be said. "When I 
heard the news I was In Philadelphia 
and was to lecture that uigbt. Instead 
1 sailed on the Arabic, which bas 
since been torpedoed, fur England. My 
adventures started on the high seas, 
for wo were chased into port by the 
German ships Leipsic and Dresden. 

"I reported Immediately to the Bri- 
tish Intelligence Department. It is this 
department which has charge of all 
espionage on the enemy. Because I 
look like an American and am fairly 
familiar with tho States, it was de- 
cided that I should penetrato the ene- 
my lines as an American newspaper 
correspondent. To make my role seem 
more perfect, I actually did make ar- 
rangements with an Eastern syndicate 
to supply news from tho front. I had 
knowu the managers of this syndicate 
in the States, and had little difficulty 
in securing cabled instructions to go 
ahead and get everything 1 could. I 
suggested, and my supposed employ- 
ers agreed, that it would be a good 
thing for me to attach myself to the 
German army as soon us possible. 

"I crossed the Channel with the 
second division of the British expedi- 
tionary forces, and landed in Bou- 
logne. From there 1 pushed forward 
almost to Charlcroi, where 1 met the 
British troops. 

>un Itlooody Battles. 

"I saw this battle. I saw the won- 
derful charge of the Ninth Lancers. I 
saw the Black Watch save the army 
at a cost of 1,126 men killed aud 
wounded out of the 1,158 In this 
famous Scotch regiment. After this 
fight I saw fourteen British regiments 
that had been reduced down to seven 
or eight men. The British were forced 
back, but tbey fought a wonderful 
rearguard action. In this rearguard 
action the .Munsters were all but cut 
to pieces. 

"I'll never forget the sights I saw 
duriug these days. All uf the wouuded 
that could be taken were carried back, 
but many had to be left behind. Men 
dazed from the roar of the guns filled 
the ranks of the stragglers. Some of 
them had sense euough to know what 
would happen to them if they fell Into 
the hands of the Germans with their 
uniforms on, and took the clothes 
from dead peasants they found along 
the road. Others went stark mad, aud 
rushed over Into the enemy Unes. 

"I went back to Paris uud saw sev- 
eral of the air duels fought over, that 
city. Air raids were common, bul the 
damage done from the dropping 
bombs was amazingly slight, and of 
little or no military advantage. On one 
occasion I saw a bomb drop across the 
street. .Something went. wrong with it. 
for It didn't explode. 

"It was uot my business, though, to 
stay either with the British or our Al- 
lies any longer than I had to. nud I 
made my plans for piercing the ene- 
my lines into the part of Belgium they 
held. Jubt bnw I inauaged this I ne- 
cessarily cannot divulge. I don't mind 
saying, though, that I did it by means 
of au American passport, and that I 
was duly accredited as an American 
newspaper man. 

l'luuge Into Euemy's Country. 

"I'll never forget the peculiar feel- 
ing I had when I lelt our own lines 
and entered on (but No Man's Land 
that lies between, and from that into 
the very maw of the enemy. 

"It wasn't exactly fear, though I 
very frankly admit that when one is 
twenty-nine years old one has no par- 
ticular ambition to be hanged us a spy. 
I was excited, and kind of worried for 
fear something in my papers, or my 
baggage, or my talk might betray mc. 

"I bad uo qualms of conscience. I 
was doing this work for my King and 
my country at a Tar greater risk than 
Is taken by the man who goes into 
battle with a rifle ou bis shoulder. 

"But I wanted to succeed more than 
f bad ever wanted anything in this 
world before. I wanted to come back 
with tbe good?, as the Americans say. 
To get caught and be banged would 
mean that I had failed. That was 
Importaut.

"Some idea ot its frequency may be 
obtained if we recall that in 1913 in 
England this disease caused the death 
of one man in eight aud ot une woman 
in rive between the- age;- ul forty-five 
nnd sixty-five, For women during this 
age period the cancer deatb rate- is 
higher than that from any other dis- 
ease; in men, diseases of the heart 
laud arteries hav» a slightly higher 
rate, but cancer follows very closely. 

"While little progress bas been 
made of late by Ibe study of cancer in 
man, Ihe introduction of the experi- 
mental method of studying cancer as 
it occurs in animals has given great 
impetus to investigation and produc- 
ed more facts in the last twemty ycatb 
than in all the preceding centuries. 
W hat the laboratory workers through- 
out lho world have been able tu 
achieve during this period eaunut yet 
be told ill full. Much of this work has 
been fundamental, patient, careful iu- 
vestigation of pointa w hich seem lu be 
obvious, and yet when more closely 
studied prove to be Complicated and 
obscure. 

"Wc aie jur-t beginning to realist 
that much of the foundation work 
must be done over under proper COO 
dltions and that so far ibe produit 
has been small in amount as cuinpar-
